Mahar House in Wilmington,
There is a possibility of a rec-
reation center being sponsored
by this agency, and after the
original organization it might be
financed by the War Chest. It

Welfare Bureau that the early
steps .toward. betterment of - con-
ditions should be taken by local
people,

Following Father Cotter’s re-
marks several persons comment-
ed on the need for more infor-
mation about the Pueblo, inclyd-
ing the number of families and
individuals living there, how
many homes are rented and how
many owned, the ownership of
the land in that locality,-and-so
on, It was suggested {hut the
committee should do some re-
search to begin with. The mem-
bers of- the.Aztec Club thought

they would be interested in|-

working on this part of the proj-
ect,

Father Wood, in assuming the
chairmanship of ‘the committee,
spoke ; of the difficulties which
he ‘had ‘encountered in building
up a-community spirit.in the
Pueblo and: explained his_ satis-
faction over the offers- of help
of those present at this ‘meet-
ing. He was urged to-call his
committee together very soon
and to make a report to the
Torrance Community Council as
soon as possible.
